Court Declares Ee Must Suffer the 


Penalty for His Crime. 


SENTENCED TO EE HANGED. 


Am Unexpected Outcome of the New 


Havon Murder Trial. Jnry Be* 


ltb«m««4 Only Four H<mrn* 


No Commotion Made.

New Haven, Conn., Feb. 6.—In the 


superior court this morning, Thomas F. 
Hippie, who wa* found guilty of murder 
in the flnt degree of his wife a year ago, 
waa aeutenced by Judge Prentice to be 
hanged In Wethenfield prison between 
midnight and Bnnxiw on the morning of 
July 14. 


The murder for which Kippie will Jpay 


the death penalty occurred Friday night 
January 31,1895, and was the outcome otC 
a domestic quarrel, during which hu 
stabbed his wife several times with a 
butcher knife, on* of the wounds pene- 
trating the heart, from which aha died 
instantly. Ai aa Incident to the quarrel 
Mrs. Kippie had her husband arrested a 
few days previously for abuse and drunk- 
enncas. 


The verdict was not only a surprise to 


those assembled in the court room, but 
the prisoner himself, and while he has 
during the trial created considerable co en- 
motion by his apparently insane antics, 
he was too dazed when the verdict was 
announced to create any commotion.

SHIPWRECKED FISHERMEN. 


The Oraw of the YoMtnlU Tell * Story o| 


Terrlbl* Buffering; and If »r row Etcitpa*.

5.— The crew of the j 


fishing1 schoouer Yosemite, who ar- 
rived hete yesterday with other ship- 
wrecked seamen, thirty-three in all, 
tell a story of terrible suffering. 
The 


vessel ran ashore during a terrifio 
storm on a rocky island on the coast 
of Xova Scotia. 
Tho foremast fell 


with a. ciash, the top resting on a rock, 
thus making a bridge for the men tc ! 
cross to the island before the vessel 
went to pieces. The mast in falling 
struck one of the crew named Fin- 
lander, breaking both of his legs and 
causing internal injuries. Capt. Mc- 
Kinnon, the skipper, also had Ms leg- 
broken, and the crew was obliged to 
help 'him and Fiulander across the 
mast to safety. The gale was a furi- 
ous one and the cold intense, but the 
crew was obliged to remain exposed 
for twenty hours, when the mate, Pat- 
rick Roce, took a line in his hand and 
swam through the sea, and after much 
difficulty landed on terra firma 'at 
Little Habor, where he began hauling 
his shipmates to safety by means oi 
the rope he had taken with 
him. 


When the crew, including the captain, 
had reached the land they wer« soak- 
ing wet and suffering- dreadfully from 
the cold. They finally secured shelter 
in a iibherman's hut and remained 
there until the next day, when the in- 
habitants of Shelbnrne went to their 
rescue.

Canton, O,, Feb. 5.—The indications 


now are th»t the present Intentions of 
M. A. Hanna wlU occupy the cabinet 
gueeaers the resfr of this week. It is 
reported here- by many of Mr. Banna's 
Cleveland iriernda who have visited 
Canton within the last thirty-four hours 
that ha may decide to accept the posi- 
tion of postmaster general. Th,e most 
generally accepted opinion la that Mr. 
Hanna thinks ho will not be appointed 
to the senate by GOT. Bushnell, though 
.the rumor that Gov. Bushnell has. de- 
cided to appoint Lieut.-Gov. Jones to 
fill the seat in the United States senate 
which will be vacated by John Sher- 
man on the 4th of March is not thought 
to be wholly reliable. 
An earnest 


effort on the part of loyal republicans 
attached to both wings of the party in 
Ohio is now being mode to continue the 
harmonious relations which have ex- 
isted in the state for tbe last year and 
a half and it is by no means certain 
that Gov. Bushnell may not at the last 
moment appoint Mr. Banna to the 
senate* although up to this time he has 
in no way indicated his willingness to 
do so. Whether M*. Hanna is appointed 


' to the senate to fill Mr. Sherman'a 


place or not he will be a candidate for 
election for the regular full term be- 
fore the legislature which is to be 
elected next fall and which meets to 
choose a United States senator in Janu- 
ary next. Many of Mi. Banna's friends 
want him to goj into the cabinet (and 
McKmley has desired it ever since his 
•lection. The belief that he will be 
appointed postmaster general is grow- 
ing hourly. Mr. Hanna will be here 
this afternoon, and will spend the night, 
and it is more than likely that he will 
•oma to some definite amd final conclu- 
sion respecting the cabinet, although 
If he awaita the efforts of those who 
are trying ta arrange matters in the 
interests of party peace, he may not 
announce his decision for two or three 
weoks.

The -visit of "Gen. Alger to Canton 


yesterday was ntfc fraught with import- 
ance. He eame to present the wishes 
of some Michigan friends. There was 
a litle talk about an assistant secretary 
of war, but nothing of a definite na- 
ture respecting this important appoint* 
ment was done. The visit of Chairman 
Gowdy of the Indiana republican corr>» 
mittee, or "Farmer" Gowdy, as he is 
playfully called by his friends, was one 
of interest. He spent the day in Can- 
ton and had an extended talk with the 
president-elect. Mr, Gowdy saya that 
Indiana will be modest in her demands 
upon the president-elect, and when 
pressed confessed that he would like to 
be appointed consul-general to Paris. 
As a matter of fact, applicants for 
office from Indiana have not been so 
numerous id Canton as from many 
other states.

framing the new tariff law has been 
trail advanced by the republican mem- 
bers of the ways and meanscommittee, 
and the United Associated Presses is 
to-day enabled to report the progress 
with the leading schedule*. 
The 


chemical schedule, which comes first on 
the lint, tbe earthenware and glasa 
schedule, the metal schedule and 
the 
cotton 
schedule 
have 
all 


been put in tertative form, with 
some controverted questions still open, 
and the agricultural schedule in nearly 
concluded. The mne and spirit sched- 
ule has not been passed upon by the 
full committee, but will follow sub- 
stantially the McKinley rates. The 
agricultural schedule of the McKinley 
bill has been adopted almost without 
tiie erasure of a line. One of the most 
important changes is on live cattle, 
which are covered by a blanket provi- 
sion of the existing law for all live 
animals at 20 per cent, ad valorem. 
Th« rote under the new law will be $r> 
per head on cattle more than one year 
old, a-ad ?5 per cent, ad valorem on 
cattle valued above 920. This is re- 
garded as sufBcierrtlypTOtective against 
tbe importation of Mexican cattle. The 
rate on barley is the McKmley rate of 
30 cents per bushel, which was de- 
manded by the American barley grow- 
ers. Hay is put ut $4 per ton, the samo 
as in the MoKinlay law, and hops at 15 
cents per pound, which, is also an ex- 
tract from the McKinley law. Vegeta- 
bles All go back to tbe Mcttinley rates. 


I potatoes being put *t 25 cents per 


bushel and flaxseed at 30 cents per 
boshfil. Other items on which McKin- 
ley rates are restored are salt, 12 cents

( 1 per cent, per pound, pig lead at 3 
' cents and white lead and lead acetates 


at 3% cents. These rates ore consider* 
ably lees than those of the McKinley 
law. Castor oil is lef t-at 3S cents per 
gallon, the rwfce fixed under existing 
law. The cotton schedule haa not yet 
been quite completed, but there will be 
but few changes, except on the fine 
yarns and costly fabrics. Wines and 
spirits will be. made satisfactory, if 
possible, to the California grape grow- 
ers and manufacturers, but, as indi- 
cated, this oan be accomplished by the 
restoration of the McKinley rates. The 
iron and steel schedule, like cotton, 
was left in a fairly satisfactory condi- 
tion to tae-nmnufacturers by the pres- 
ent law and will not be changed .ex- 
cept upon a few special articles, like 
tin-plate and oottoi* ties and some 
forms of tube steel. The duty on steel 
rails has not yet been fixed, and the 


i committee will endeavor to obtain fur- 
ther data before adoping it 
The 


eartaenware schedule is also incom- 
plete, but will be put upon a firm, pro- 
tective basis. The new rates will be 
specific so far as practicable, and plate 
glass will be subjected to same ad-

Ivory, recently released from jail in 
London, after his acquittal of the 
charge of being' engaged in a dyna- 
mite conspiracy against thy British 
government, and whose arrival here 
yesterday, with, his oousel, former as- 
sistant districVattorney of Hew York 
John F. Mclntyre, on the steamship 
Majestic, was made the occasion of a 
demonstration by Leading: Irishmen of 
this city, assisted by visitons from Bofa- 
ton, Philadelphia and other cities, is 
resting quietly at his home in Harlem 
to-day. Many visitors nave called to 
congratulate him upon hia escape from 
the tortures of British prison life, and 
telegrams have been received by him 
from all parts of the country. His 
saloon is to-day crowded with enthusi- 
astic Irishmen, and plans are under 
way for a grand jollification meeting 
in his honor. Ivory said he had no in- 
tention of doing any lecturing. "1 
may say,'' ke said, "that ever since I 
was able I did all I could to advance 
the cause of Irish freedom and nation- 
ality. There is nothing, however, I 
ever did for Ireland tlia* I am sorry 
for, and there ia nothing I ever did 
that could raise the blush, of shame to 
my cheek," Ivory al*t>apoke enthusi- 
astically of Mr. Mclntyre'e efforts in 
his behalf. Mr. Mclntyre, wao was 
with Ivory this morning, said that the 
lawyers who had been engaged to de- 
fend Ivory had advised him to plead 
guilty. 
"They told him,"' ho said, 


"that there was no hope of an aeojrot- 
tal, and that there waa evidence of an 
incriraina»nfir character whLoh. would 
send him to a felon's tomb. I felt that 
justice must prevail. I saw Ivory, 
talked with him, and told him not to

The suggestions to tea dealers of Joseph 


M. Walsh, an expert In selecting and 
blending tea*, might be followed by house- 
keepers with bene%t and satisfaction. The 
first la the employment of the softest water 
procurable or that which has been filtered. 
The next is to boil tbe water quickly and 
urn It Immediately upon tho boiling point 
being reached, a* .overboiling Impairs its 
efficacy in extracting the full strength and 
aroma from the lewrea Water short of 
boiling or nbqlleti. can only make indiffer- 
ent tea, thin, Insipid and unattractive in 
color. The time allowed from drawing 
should vary with the character of tho tea 
—viz, five to six minutes for China and 
Japan teas and only three to four for Con- 
gou, Souchong, India, • Ceylon and 
Ja- 


va, because of the great proportion of tan- 
nin they contain. 
Examination of tho 


leaves after being drawn will prove wheth- 
er or not tho kind and quality ot tea, do- 
sired has been supplied. 


Th« loaves of choice, pure tea will be 


found of medium and uniform size, per- 
fectly formed, unbroken, and if of Oolong, 
green or Japan varieties, of a greenish col- 
or, while Congou, Souchong, India, Cey- 
lon and Java will be dark brown. Anoth- 
er important observance ia to select teas 
which will accord with the water which 
must be used. If very hard, Padroe, Sar- 
yune and strong, tarry Ooufa Congous aro 
the best, with Indias of Assam variety 
and heavy drawing Ceylons, including 
broken leaf Pekoes, us good "seconds; for 
medium hard water all kinds oC tho finer 
flavored Indias, first crop Panyongs. Kce- 
iiittn Congous, Oolongs, Japan and green; 
for soft water, all varieties and grades of 
Oolong green, scented, Japan, Kingehow, 
Pakllu, Chlngwo Congous, light drawing 
India and Ceylon and all descriptions of 
high flavored teas should be used,—Brook- 
lyn Eagle.

Care of a Bottle Baby. 


A good plan in caring for a bottle baby 


is to give it, three or four times a weftk, two 
tablespoonf uls of oatiiieal gruel in Ita milk 


, and occasionally f. lifctlo lime water. 
The 


former will prevent constipation, the lat- 
ter sweetens tho stomach.. The oatmeal 
should be cooked in water until creamy 
(about two tablespoonf uls oatmeal and one 
pint of •water, with one-quarter teaspoon- 
ful Bait; boil dowly inji double boiler one 
hour, then rub it through a sieve).' 


The bottle should be kept scrupulously 


clean. It is advisable to havo vwo or three 
botclca on hand, and as Boon, as the child 


; has fed clean the bottle with-water, add- 


ing either a little boras or salt; then rlnso 


* well and fill it with cold water, letting it 


stand tillwanted again. 'The nipple should 
be cleaned each time, then JiuU in a glass 
with cold water until to bo used again. 


"When the child ia n year old, farina boil- 


ed m milk, rice, oatmeal and wheat prepa- 
rations maybe given to it once or twice 
dally; also baked apples in small quanti- 
ties "occasionally. The main food for chil- 
dren up to 6 years old should bo milk, 


. homernmjo bread, graham bread, cereals, 


fruits, light pancakes made of eggs; milk 
and flour. Eggs should, be given sparing- 
ly and meat not at all.—Exchange,

made out of cork. First fasten two long 
corks, one on top of tho other, then take 
two more and do tho same with them. 
When this is finished, fasten these beside 
each other, and this forms the body of the 
clock. Then got a rather thin bub wide 
cork and cut a dial out; of pasteboard, and 
by looking at a clock yoa can easily print 
the figures on your pasteboard dial. Glue 
this on to the fiat cork and fasten It sldo- 
vrays on top of the body of the clock. Pins 
will answer very well Car tho bands and a 
piece of wire for a pendulum, but if you 
hove no wire one of your mother's hair- 
pins will do. Then hiwfc a fiat button on 
the end, nnd this will finish tbe pendulum. 
You will be surprised how pretty you* 
clock will look.

That more cemetery room must be pro- 


vided at an early date is recognized by all 
who are conversant With the foots in the 
CMC, and how to provide It and maintain 
the enlarged cemetery H it should be done 
without u&daly burdening the tax payers 
Is lie question. One plan which seems 
to be very practical is for the town to 
bond ita«lf for the purchase of 16 acres ad- 
joining the cast cemetery, and for suffici- 
ent money to lay It out and put it in 
proper condition in all respects. Then in- 
stead {of having the lota free, as haa been 
the custom in th<pmat,they would be sold 
and the receipts would be used to pay the 
interest and principal, and for the perma 
neat care of the cemetery. 
This plan 


would overcame the objection that peo- 
ple would have to pay doubly for ceme- 
tery privileges, first as tax payers and 
then as individuals, aa no man would 
have to pay a cent until he bought a lot. 
The plan, as outlined, would include a 
new entrance to tbe cemetery, just east of 
tbe Walley bridge, the removal of the

and the planting of trees which would in 
Ime practically hide the cemetery from 
view from the street. 
It would ateoin- 


nclade the employment of a sexton who 
would devote bis time to the care of the 
cemetery and keep it in perfect order.

A Wrong Combination of Chemicals 


Leads lo Serious Results. Taken 


to the Hospital. 
He May 


be Rendered Blind. 


J«nph Bennett, boss colorist at the 


Windsor-print worts, met with a danger- 
ous aooideut at the works this morning. 
While he was engaged in mixing chemi- 
cals In a mortar an explosion occurred, 
shattering the windows and making a 
considerable 
wreck in the immediate 


vicinity. 
Mr. Bennett's face and eyes 


were filled with chlorate of soda and his 
right band was considerably lacerated, 
tie was taken to the hospital and at- 
tended by Dr. Dewoy, who found his eyes 
badly Injured. 
They were cleaned and 


sealed up to await the arrival of Dr. Mer- 
rill of Albany, the eye and ear specialist, 


Fho was telegraphed for and came on the 


4 10 train this afternoon. If found neces- 
sary Dr. Wright will be called home from 
New York to assist Dr. Merrill in the 
care of the case. 


Mr. Bennett's face will be scarred, bu£ 


.he only dangerous injury is that to hia 
eyes. The result cannot now be told, but 
it is feared that the sight of at least one 
•ye Is destroyed. 


It ia said the explosion was due to a 


very small quantity of a chemical which 
had been lett in the mortar, and which 
did not belong in the mixture Mr. Bennett 
was preparing today. 


The accident is greatly regretted by 


the company and all who know Mr. Ben- 
nett. He is a young man who came from 
England last September and has since 
>e*n employed by the Windsor company. 
He is a skillful colorist and is well liked 
by th« company and all of his fellow 
employes, who earnestly hope his sight 
may be spared.

A Great Railroad's Mm Force. 


'Did you know that tl» New York 


Central had the 0n«et> police of any rail- 
road in the United Stated" Thin remark 
was made by * gentleman to Us compan- 
ion who Bat In the w*t Immediately in 
front of me on a raoent trip from Albany 
to Buffalo on the Empire 8UU Express. 
The person to vrfeom the quettMn was 
addressed replied, "No, I do nofctaow it 
and don't think I understand to>wh*t yon 
refer." 


We were all seated in the lasfeow. The 


gentleman who hud asked tlta question 
said to his companion, "Step, with me to 
the rear of the train and I will show yon. 
Being also interested; I followed the 
party. Just then tbe£mini went under a 
sort of bridge-like arrangement and, as 
we passed under it, an .arm was seen to fly 
np at right angles from » pout on top of 
the bridge. The questioner, pointing to 
this arm, said, "There is one of the police- 
men to which I refer. You will find this 
police force stationed at short intervals 
all the way from New York to Buffalo, 
and to them is entrusted the safety of the 
train. When yonder policemen, as we 
call him, raises his arm, it, in effect, saya 
to all trains behind, 'Stand back; you 
cannot pass here, an I am guarding a train 
that has just passed by.' 


When the train that has passed has 


gone the proper distance for safety, the 
arm drops and then the Way is clear. No 
engineer dares to defy this signal, and, aa 
long as the arm is out straight, all trains 
are held back. This system is called the 
Union of the Lock and Block System and 
is operated from a tower, the operator in 
which, by pulling the proper levers, not 
only signals the train, but locks all 
switches with in its Immediate jurisdiction, 
BO that there can be no possible misplace- 
ment of the switch. This system," con- 
tinued the gentleman, "is, I believe, used 
in its entirety only on the New York 
Central, and this is one of the reasons 
why I actually come out of my way to 
travel on this road."
